anil defendant woro completed Into yes- 
terday afternoon. J. V. Qunrles and D. 
II. 1'lott appeared for the Water company 
nud City Attorney Gittlngs, Wallace In- 
finlls aud T. M. Kearney for tho cicy. 


Judge Fish, in making his decision, ro- 


viowocl tho evidence in a clear and conoiso 
manner. Ho said tbnt ho did not think 
that tho city of Knclno could recover dam- 
ages; that it was not a pnrty to tho 
action; that it was the part of tho C. M. 
& St. Paul K. H. Company to keep up 
and maintain tho walls of the viaduct and 
Intimated that it the railroad company 
thought that it was tho fault of tho Ba- 
clnc Water company that the wnll in 
question was wrecked thoy could suo tho 
Water company, 
The judge also hold

City Attornuy Gittings wns scon tills

Tho now insurance law for Wisconsin, 


tho tost of which will havo to bo incor- 
porated hereafter in tho standard policies 
of all companies doing a lire business in 
tho state and copies of which bavo just 
been received by insurance men, ol this 
city, as well as other cities "of tho state, is 
only 
beginning to bo made clear to 


agents and to bo fairly understood by 
thorn, as well as by business, men who 
carry heavy inenraneo. Thoro uro some 
quite important changes and amendments 
to tho old cr standard policy made by' tho 
now law and that these" will materially 
affect both insurance companies and tho 
insured is vory clear. Tho now policy 
will practically do away with what has 
boon known as co-insuranco. That is a 
clause technically termed "tha three- 
quarter clause," which has been more 
particularly used in tho insurance of all 
kinds of property in the country or be- 
youcl the reach of tho ordinnry moans of 
firo protection. 


Under this clause tho owner of country 


'property became personally interested 
because ho bad to sustain ono fourth of 
;he loss caused by tho destruction o£ his 
property. That ?, if ho had n house in- 
sured fov S-t, 000, ;.ndor tho old policy he 
vouhl havo to stand.51,000 of tho loss in 
case of that destruction and would only 
receive $3,000 on his policy for S-t,000. 
This is co-insuranco and was put into tho 
old standard policy as a moans of equal 
zing nstes nnd of protection to tho com- 
panies, which figure that a fire in the 
country means a total loss nice times out 
of ton. That tho abrogation of this 
clause will result in many companies re- 
fusing to insure country property and in 
making it quito difficult for owners of 
that class of property to got insurance is 
plain. Tho tendency, it is claimed, will 
bo to materially increase rotos of insur- 


;,nco—either that or no risks will be taken 
by the companies, agents say. 


Another change will be iu tbo matter 


of tbo collection of the amount of tho 
policy. Tho law on this point is so 
amended that tho companies aro prohibi- 
ted from cancelling a policy except on 
sixty days' notice to tho insured unless 
with tho consent of the latter. ' Tho new 
policy says of this: "Unless, during a 
time in which the hazard shall be in- 
creased solely by the ace of God, and in 
such case and during such timo of such 
increase of hazard, tho company shall not 
cancel this policy except upon sixty days' 
noticn of 'such cancellation without tho 
consent of t!:e assured." 
Just what it 


meant by "tho net of God" tho ageats 
have not yet determined, unless it relates 
to forest fires starred from "unknown 
causes.''

Warden Patten of tlio Indiana prison 


south, at JofTersonviUo, hag now ou exhibi- 
tion ouo of tlio most remarkable contriv- 
ances made by a prisoner that over camo 
Into his collection. It is a ladder made of 
thousandsoCsmall pieces of twine, threads, 
cord and rope, such as a convict could so- 
crctly collect through years ot effort, ^ith 
1-c ropo Thomas Shepherd used to climb a 
35 foot wall and guv; out of tho penitentiary 
yard-night after night to visit aa old 
wcotlicart. 
Ho never attempted to escape, and when 


lis laddorwas found ono night ho returned 
before ills-absence had boon discovered, 
rang tho bell at tho front gata and Biirron- 
dorcd himself. 
On his arm ho carried a 


rubber coat, whicTi had been used to con- 
ceal liis striped shirt. Ho woro moccasinb 
over liis shoes. 
Shepherd told a straightforward story so 


far as it went. Ho had mado the ladder, 
ho said, in order that ho might visit a 
woman outside the prison. Ho had goco 
to her house only four times, ho said. On 
a recont Sunday night when ho returned, 
ho found his lacldov gong from the wall 
and at once decided to give himself np. 
Ho wonld not toll the woman's name, but 
tho prison officials think they have discov- 
ered iicr identity. She camo from her 
homo in Suliivan county, Ind., somo years 
ago to lifo iu Jefforsonville, near her con- 
vict lover.

The prison officials profess to beliovo 


Shepherd's story that ho wont out only a 
fow times.

iron ship in Sun Francisco harbor has been 
chartered to transport tho 200,000 tons of 
Pair Kvuilicatu wheat to England forces re- 
newed' attention to what seemed at first 
an almost incredible report. 


No doubt is left now that in 1S92 the 


Fair syndicate began to hoard wheat, pot 
merely speculating in warehouse.receipts, 
but withdrawing actual wheat from tho 
channels of trade and hoarding it in ware- 
houses hired for tho purpos-.>, until now, 
when tho total value of tho -icctumi lotion 
is estimated at $1,800,000, they are obliged 
to sell because their backers fear weevu 
and mildews nuiy impair tho valuo of tlio 
wheat as collateral. 


On the same day this ifi reported Unl- 


ca-o telegrams announce that Armour is 
cn-rviii- 12.000,000 bushels in wheat op- 
tious, and here in Now *ork wo have Wil- 
liam H. Wtillnco credited with holding 
1,000,000 bushels of actual (cash) wheat 
in order to force the market.

perate plays of gn mblors who speculate by 
.ho million bushels on tho exchanges, but 
such an undertaking as that of the lair 
syndicate is a novelty. Armour is attempt- 
ing to engross a single market temporarily 
by well known speculative devices, but m

secrete and hoard away out of tho reach of 
the hungry from year to year a quantity of 
wheat now equal to moro than .0 percent 
of the entire crop of tho statoof >cw ^ork 
in IS'.M.—Mow York World.

fraud. 
Western manufacturers, includ- 


ing our own Racino people, who aro moro 
or loss affected by this shameful fraud 
upon the government, should join tbo 
movement iu order tbat bribery and dc 
cult may not lougor rcop a reward at tbo 
expense of tbo wage earner aud faetorj 
owner cf this country. 


There is no doubt tbat tbo government 


is bi'ios cheated out of largo amounts o 
rovomm, aud importers jot foroigc goods, 
aro enabled by the fraud to undersoil th 
American manufacturers, whoroas under 
tlio honest payment of duties they would 
not possess such advantages. 


Foreign manufacturers ship tbeir goods 


to so-called firms in this country which 
aro merely selling agents. 
Those goods 


nmy bo invoiced as low as tbo foreign 
manufacturers please nnd tho duties aro 
collected on the invoice prico. 


Tbo customs collectors ought to bo ablo 


to detect undervaluations, but tint is 
very difficult and seldom is successful. 
If tbo goods can DO traced after reaching 
the agents' bands,anc the prices at which 
they are sold aro noted, l-bo fraud might 
possibly.be detected, 
Tlio trouble is with 


tbo ad valorem system. It is to bo-hoped 
the movement will prove successful and 
tlio rights of American labor and capital 
may be protected.

They must or certainly should 
know that onr markets nro boing flooded 
with foreign woolens and worsteds far in 
excess o£ onr requirements. Much of this 
foreign stuff, moreover, is of tho cheapest 
possible quality, tlio idea of tbo foreign 
manufacturers being to force our pooplo 
if possible to run thoir mills at a loss. 


Another point against our jjianufnctur- 


ors is in tbo undervaluations that are 
made of tho foreign goods. This is a sys- 
tem that is possible only under an ad 
valorem tariff, and ir, enables the impor- 
ter to secure bis goods at a rate lower 
than tbo law allows. 
Tbo undervalua- 


tion is dono abroad iu the preparation af 
the invoices, henoo. as tho Journal ox- 
plained tho other evening, it is difficult 
to prove and all the moro dangerous. 


As our imparts now aggregate at tbo 


rato of fully 'JO per cent, of the total 
capacity of tbo woolen mills of the United 
States, any action taken by employes tbat 
would teiid to diminish tbo output nnd
